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Walk-in centre 
is nation’s best

A WALK-IN health centre, open¬ 
ed just 18 months ago, has been 
rated as joint first nationally in a 
patient satisfaction survey. 

Haverhill's Crown Health Centre 
came out equal top in the Dep¬ 
artment of Health GP practice 
survey, which asked patients to rate 
the service in a number of categ¬ 
ories. 

Those included how easy it was to make 
an appointment, the ability to book an 
appointment two days in advance and 
patients’ satisfaction with opening hours. 

Naomi Cooper, practice manager, said: “All 
the staff are absolutely delighted at being 
ranked by our patients as joint number one 
surgery, not only for the region but nat¬ 
ionally. 

“It is an accolade we are proud of and 
reflects the dedication and hard work of the 
team here.” 

The news comes after a hectic Christmas 
period for the practice, but GPs still man¬ 
aged to see 82 per cent of patients within half 
an hour of arrival, and only 8 per cent had to 
wait longer than 45 minutes. 

Patient Dudley Haylock, who is also on the 
centre’s patient representative committee, 
said he visited the practice over the 
Christmas period when there were around 
50 people in the waiting room.

“We did see fertility 
doctors and have tests, but 
there was nothing wrong 
with either of us, it was just 
a matter of time. 

“Oliver is a very, very 
good baby and it was a 
complete surprise to see his 
two teeth. They are not little 
stumps, they are proper 
teeth. It is not unknown for 
babies to be born with teeth, 
but it is extremely rare. 

“He has to go back so that 
they can keep an eye on 
them. These may be his 
proper teeth, or he could get 
three sets. Everyone who 
comes to visit want to look at 
his teeth!” 

Dad Lee said: “As soon as 
he was born you could see 
his two front teeth quite 
clearly, I was quite shocked 
to see them. They are 
normally about six months 
old before they start to get 
teeth through, so he is very 
early.”

“It is a fractional advantage but 
every gain is vital if we want to 
cross the ocean in 30 days.’’

Hancock to meet 
with firefighters 


A FIRE station fighting 
plans to cut four jobs 
from it staff is to receive 
a visit from its MR 

Matthew Hancock, 
MP for West Suffolk, has 
been invited to visit 
Haverhill Fire Station by 
the Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service, where 
he will be shown around 
by senior fire officer Pat 
Dacey. 

He will also receive a 
briefing about current 
issues affecting the fire 
service and meet fire 
fighters and Fire Brig¬ 
ades Union represent¬ 
atives working at stat¬ 
ion. 

Haverhill is one of a 
number of fire stations 
across Suffolk threat¬ 
ened with job losses as 
part of proposed cuts of 
£1.57 million to the fire 
service budget. The 
town’s fire station is due 
to go over to five-day 
full-time cover from the 
present seven-day cover. 
Weekends would be 
covered by on-call or 
retained fire fighters. 

The Fire Brigades 
Union is also threat¬ 
ening legal action over 
the plan to transfer 
Suffolk’s fire service 
control to neighbouring 
Cambridgeshire. 

Andy Message, acting 


county secretary of the 
FBU and a Haverhill fire 
fighter, said: “Haverhill 
is due to get another 
4,000 homes and is one 
of the fastest-growing 
towns in the UK. We 
need more fire stations 
in St Edmundsbury 
borough and more fire 
fighters - not less. 

“There is a lot of 
industrial risk in the 
town, like IFF, which is 
very close to the town 
centre and residential 
areas. The company has 
reduced its internal fire 
team, which does not 
operate at evenings and 
weekends. 

“The effect of toxic 
fumes could be dev¬ 
astating in the extra five 
or 10 minutes it would 
take to get an on-call 
crew to the factory. We 
don’t want to see any¬ 
one wait any longer for a 
fire engine.” 

Mr Hancock said 
before his visit: “The fire 
service put its duty to 
protecting the safety of 
the public before every¬ 
thing else. 

“Our firefighters do a 
brilliant job and one of 
the reasons I am keen to 
visit the fire service is to 
have a better under¬ 
standing of their work.” 


Burglar struck

A HOMELESS young father 
was jailed for 12 months 
after burgling a couple’s 
home while they slept 
upstairs. 

foseph Tillett pleaded guilty to 
stealing £700 worth of camera 
equipment after climbing in a 
cottage’s open window in the 
middle of the night on Haverhill 
Road, in Horseheath, in fune last 
year.

He claimed he had been coerced 
into the burglary by a friend, but 
police found no further fingerprint 
evidence. 

Tillett, of Landseer Court in 
Haverhill, was given the suspended 
sentence at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth said 
he regarded the burglary as a “very 
serious criminal offence” and was 
only suspending the sentence 
because of Tillett’s seven-year clean 


record. 

He told the court: “Normally, we 
would not have the slightest 
hesitation with sending you to 
prison for 18 months but if you 
were to go to prison you would be 
subjected to the influence of 
others. 

“You have the opportunity of 
proving that you can stay out of 
trouble and dedicate yourself to 
supporting your child.” 

Dicken Reid, mitigating, added: 
“He is aware that he needs to be 
punished.” 

Tillett will be required to do 200 
hours of unpaid work, as well as 
pay back the cost of the cameras.

He said: “They are 
doing a wonderful job 
down there and tho¬ 
roughly deserve this 
recognition.

alongside a walk-in 
service. The centre is 
open 8am until 8pm, 365 
days a year, including 
Bank Holidays. 

Suffolk GP practices 
achieved an overall 
satisfaction rate of 93.3 
per cent in the survey, 
one of the highest in the 


east of England, and well 
above the regional aver¬ 
age of 89.8 per cent. 

GP practices in Suffolk 
were ranked 2nd place in 
the east of England for 
ability of patients to see 
their preferred GP and 
satisfaction with GP 
surgery opening hours.

A LORRY driver has told of 
his desperate fight to save 
the life of a man who was 
burning to death after a 
car exploded. 

David Wilson, 24, who had 
been making a delivery, was 
stopped by traffic as he tried to 
pull out of a junction onto the 
road leading to Milton Country 
Park, near Cambridge, at about 
2pm last Wednesday. 

He said another driver, who 
had also been stuck in traffic, 
parked right next to the fire. 

Mr Wilson, from Haverhill, 
said: “He got out, looked at him, 
got back into his van and just 
drove off. 

“If that bloke had just taken 
his jacket off and laid it over him 
it could have saved his life. It’s 
disgusting.” 

Mr Wilson added: “The flames 
were that big that you couldn’t 
make out what it was at first.” 

He said that because the other 
driver did not react to the 
incident, he thought it must be 
rubbish on fire. 

But he added: “I thought I’d 
better go down to see if anyone 
needed any help. I drove down 
there and as I pulled away to go 
down I made out the bloke’s legs, 
and he was waving. 

“I grabbed a jumper and 
jacket from my lorry and ran 
over and started patting him 
down, but it looked like it was 
causing him a lot of pain. I went 
back to the lorry to get the fire 
extinguishers.” 

The Weekly News has told how 
Jon Norton, 34, and Mick Har- 
land, 49, helped to douse the 
man’s flames. 

Mr Wilson added: “He must 


Dead man was a father-of-three

time.” 

A distraught 
colleague gave a 
tribute to his co¬ 
worker. 

He said: “He was a 
great man who would 
do anything for anyone 
and was always happy 
to help. We are all so 
shocked by what 


happened and those 
that had seen him 
recently said he was 
cheerful, and he never 
seemed to be down. 

“Our thoughts are 
with the family at this 
very difficult time and 
we are trying to think 
of something we can 
do in his memory.” 


have been covered in fuel. To be 
on fire in that way, there must 
have been some kind of 
accelerant. 

“I squirted him with the 
extinguisher and the fire went 
out very quickly.” 

He said: “The bloke was still 
conscious and still very res¬ 
ponsive. I said, ’can you 
breathe?’ He shook his head and 
I thought, ’oh my God’.” 

Mr Wilson said someone 
called 999 for an ambulance. 

He added: “I felt so sorry for 
the bloke. I was telling him it 
would be OK. He tried rolling 
onto his side. As he moved his 
skin was coming off. 

“I stayed with him until the 
responses stopped. There was 
no movement. He was badly 


burnt.” 

A series of explosions engulfed 
the car and were still continuing, 
so the men decided to get 
behind the lorry for protection, 
but Mr Wilson said: “I didn’t 
want him to be left on his own 
after we left. 

“I went back to comfort him 
and there was still no response.” 

Mr Wilson added: “I’d like to 
send my condolences to his 
family. I hope knowing someone 
was with him until he died and 
that he wasn’t on his own helps 
in some way.” 

A police spokesman said 
investigations into the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the fire 
were still taking place. It is not 
being treated as suspicious at 
this stage.

Vims outbreak closes 
two wards aft hospital 


AN outbreak of the winter 
vomiting disorder has led to 
the closure of two hospital 
wards to new patients. 

West Suffolk Hospital, in Bury St 
Edmunds, which treats patients 
from the Newmarket and Haverhill 
areas, has closed its wards G4 and 
G5 after a total of nine patients 
showed symptoms of the norovirus, 
which causes vomiting and 
diarrhoea. 

Staff at the hospital are taking

steps to stop the illness from 
spreading, including carrying out 
enhanced cleaning in the affected 
areas and ensuring patients from 
the affected wards are not 
transferred elsewhere in the 
hospital. 

Additional signs have been put up 
to remind visitors to wash their 
hands with soap and water, while 


anyone who has shown virus symp¬ 
toms is urged to stay away. 

Gwen Nuttall, the hospital’s chief 
operating officer, said: “We are 
managing the current cases using 
our stringent infection control pol¬ 
icies, and our cleaning staff have 
been working hard to make sure 
enhanced cleaning takes place on 
the affected wards. 

“We advise anyone who has had 
diarrhoea or vomiting to stay away 
from the hospital for at least 72 
hours after they have recovered.” 
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Pioneering spirit 
for hospice plan

A CARING town has been 
chosen to pilot a neighbour 
scheme launched by its local 
hospice. 

The scheme, started by St Nicholas 
Hospice Care in Haverhill, aims to 
offer help with everyday tasks, such as 
walking the dog or picking up a 
prescription, if people are too ill to do 
the jobs themselves. 

The newly-launched Hospice Neigh¬ 
bours scheme will assist those suff¬ 
ering life-shortening illness and their 
families, by sending volunteers - or 
‘neighbours’ - to help with the little 
jobs that can become overwhelming 
when they are ill. People who are ill, or 
their carers, can contact the hospice to 
get help. 

Haverhill was chosen for the pilot 
scheme, before it is extended across 
West Suffolk and Thetford, due to the 
“great community” spirit in the town. 

In 2009, the Weekly News joined 
forces with the hospice to launch the 
Hospice at Home Appeal, and gen¬ 
erous readers helped raise £40,000 to 
pay for patents in Haverhill and sur¬ 
rounding villages to receive treatment 
in their own homes, rather than 
having to travel to the Bury St 
Edmunds hospice. 

Emma Page, voluntary services 
manager, said: “People in Haverhill 
have always been generous in their 
support of the hospice, whether 
through volunteering their help or 
fundraising, so when we decided to 
pilot Hospice Neighbours we knew we 
had to start here.” 

The first Hospice Neighbours vol¬ 
unteers have been recruited and are in 
training. The team now needs people 
to get in touch if they could do with 
some help. 

Ms Page said: “I am excited that this 
innovative scheme is now up and 
running, but I am keen to get the 
message out to the community that 
our Hospice Neighbours are here - 
ready and willing to help. 

“We really want people to come 
forward if they think they would 
benefit from the Hospice Neighbours. 
At the same time, we are still looking 
for more volunteers.” 

This week, the window of Haverhill’s 
St Nicholas Hospice Care shop have 
been transformed with an eye-catch¬ 
ing display to send out the message 
that the scheme is now running. 

Hospice Neighbours co-ordinator 
Kay Newman will be at the shop, at 
61a High Street, next Tuesday, Thurs¬ 
day, January 20, and Saturday, January 
22, from 10am-2pm, to answer 
questions and talk about the scheme.

Police nit 
out over 
drink-drive 
increase 


DRIVERS are contin¬ 
uing to “dice with 
death” by drink-driving, 
with an increase in 
positive breath tests 
over Christmas - desp¬ 
ite an awareness camp¬ 
aign. 

Suffolk police have been 
left “disappointed” with the 
number of people still 
determined to “put careers on 
the line” following the con¬ 
clusion of the Christmas 2010 
drink-drive awareness camp¬ 
aign. 

Figures show a 2.4 per cent 
increase in the year-on-year 
Christmas campaigns, with 
102 motorists out of 1,118 
stopped (9.1 per cent), 
arrested for drink-driving. 
This compares to December 
2009, when 6.7 per cent of 
those breath tested were 
positive. 

The force’s month-long 
campaign began on Decem¬ 
ber 1 and saw officers 
conduct breath tests county¬ 
wide. On average, around 
three motorists were caught 
over the drink-drive limit 
every day of the campaign. 

The worst offending group 
was men over the age of 25, 
where 11.1 per cent failed a 
breath test. Only 3.3 per cent 
of tests conducted on those 
between the ages of 16-19 
were found to be positive. 

In total, 6.9 per cent of all 
drivers tested in the under- 
25s age group provided a 
positive breath test, comp¬ 
ared with 9.8 per cent of all

drivers more than 25 years 
old. Furthermore, 409 of the 
total breath tests were 
conducted following a road 
collision, of which 31 gave a 
positive reading. This equates 
to 7.5 per cent and is a 2.3 per 
cent increase on last year. 

Chief Inspector Ady Daw¬ 
son is angry that motorists 
continue to “dice with death” 
and risk everything for 
alcohol. 

He said: “We set out to 
eradicate this scourge from 
society, but we can only do so 
much We’re truly disapp¬ 
ointed in the attitude shown 
by a significant number of 
people who don’t seem to 
care about risking their lives, 
their job and social emb¬ 
arrassment. 

“We will not tolerate drink 
or drug-driving and will 
continue to pursue these 
criminals throughout the 
year. 

“These people are not 
above the law and they will be 
prosecuted. We will continue 
working with local media 
organisations so that our 
work is publicised and those 
who choose to risk lives will 
be exposed. Drink-driving 
ruins lives all year round.” 

Anyone who suspects 
someone of drink-driving is 
asked to report them imm¬ 
ediately to the police or to 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 
111 .

Lord Risby, 64, was MP for Bury St Ed¬ 
munds from 1992 to 1997.

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How to hit the jackpot 
when buying souvenirs 


F rom jubilee biscuit 
tins bearing Her 
Majesty’s regal grin 
to mugs marking Andy 
and Fergie’s ill-fated 
nuptials, royal 
memorabilia has long 
been a staple of every 
patriot’s kitchen. 

And given that Prince 
William and Kate Middleton 
are tying the knot this year, 
brace yourself for a deluge of 
tea-towels, trays and T-shirts 
emblazoned with the happy 
couple’s badly-reproduced 
faces. 


Unspeakable tat or antiques of the future? EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 
asks a local auctioneer whether it’s worth buying Wills ‘n’ Kate 
wedding memorabilia. 



Not so great: most mass- 
produced royal souvenirs are 
barely saleable, let alone valuable 


But whether you consider it 
to be the height of chic or 
appalling tat, there’s no 
denying that there’s a market 
for such stuff; so would it be 
worth buying some Wills 'n’ 
Kate souvenirs to keep tucked 
away as an investment? 

Predictably, the answer is 
yes... and no. 

“This country has had a 
very long tradition of 
celebrating royal events,” says 
Charles Ashton, an auctioneer 
at Cheffins in Cambridge. 

“If you go back to the 17th 
and 18th centuries, there were 
tin-glazed charger dishes 
painted with monarchs on 
horseback, and then you get 
little cups and mugs as well. 

“Most of these don’t survive 
after three or four hundred 
years, but occasionally one 
finds a great rarity that will 
turn up that’s been at the back 
of a kitchen cupboard, or used 
to feed the cat.” 

Yet while a charger dish 
adorned with Charles II’s royal 
face can fetch as much as 
£60,000, the problem with 
more recent memorabilia is 
that there’s just too much of it 
around. 

“There’s been an awful lot 
of, shall we say, cheap and 
nasty things that have been 
produced, and sometimes the 
supply can rather outstrip 
demand,” says Charles. “A lot 
of things just are not yet 
terribly saleable, let alone 
valuable, because they were 


produced in such large 
numbers. We see a lot of items 
from the Victorian jubilees, 
and even in those days things 
were produced for the masses, 
so you get cups and saucers 
and mugs and dishes and 
plates... you name it, they 
produced it.” 

But pick your royal carefully, 
and you could be in luck. In 
2003, Charles conducted an 
auction of Diana 
memorabilia, a very personal 
collection of hand-written 
cards, letters and gifts given by 
the People’s Princess to her 
‘travelling yeoman’, Sgt Ronald 
Lewis, who died in 2001. 

The 80 lots had been 
expected to fetch £20,000, but 
fierce bidding meant they sold 
for closer to £48,000. 

So could William and Kate 
memorabilia ever be worth as 
much? 

“Well, I think it remains to 
be seen how the nation takes 
Kate in to their hearts,” says 
Charles. “Will she become the 
next Diana? Well I suppose no- 
one can replace Diana. But 
that’s an impossible question 
- it’s too early. I suppose if 
some ‘event’ was to happen, 
there might be renewed 
interest, but who’s to say?” 

Untimely, deaths aside, it 
seems that the best way to get 
good money for your 
memorabilia is to find items 
with a personal touch: a jokey 
valentine card sent from 
Diana to Sgt Lewis sold for a 


whopping £2,000, but even 
just a signature can make an 
item more saleable. 

“It’s getting away from the 
mass-produced tat. You’d have 
to wait centuries before that’s 
worth anything because 
there’s so much of it about, 
and it’s entirely different from 
something that has been 
touched by the hand of 
somebody like Diana.” 

But if getting one of the 
royals to write you a little love 
note is out of the question, the 
next best thing is to track 
down a proper souvenir of the 
day, like a ticket for 
Westminster Abbey or an 
Order of Service: “If you’ve got 
something that was used on 
the day by someone who was 
invited to the service, then yes, 
that would be great. It all 
comes down to rarity again,” 
says Charles. But beware, he 
adds, that it isn’t something 
that’s just been re-issued as a 
‘souvenir edition’. 

“If someone’s looking for an 
investment opportunity, the 
thing to do is to spend a bit 
more and buy something 
that’s a true limited edition 
piece, and then, I’m afraid, 
wait a good number of years 
and hope that the collector’s 
market for it is a growing one,” 
he concludes. “Buy it because 
you like it, buy the best you 
can afford, but for goodness 
sake don’t expect it to be 
worth a king’s ransom in the 
bat of an eyelid.”

Top tips for royal collectors 


■ Mass-produced royal memorabilia 
dates from Queen Victoria’s golden 
jubilee in 1887, cups from which are 
worth around £80 today. Much rarer 
ones, from her coronation in 1838, 
can fetch £1,000. 

■ People assume that Edward 
Vlll’s coronation memorabilia 
would be valuable, as he abdicated. 
But, says Charles: “It’s not rare or 
valuable, because in the lead up an 
awful lot was still produced. It’s 
only if you’ve got something with 
the word ‘abdicated’ on that it 
becomes more valuable.” 

■ Rarity always wins through: 
because George IV was unpopular, 
no-one wanted to buy his coronation 
mugs and few were made - meaning 
they can now make up to £3,500. 

■ If you’re planning to invest in 


some William and Kate 
memorabilia, buy the best: a 
Wedgwood or Royal Worcester 
commemorative plate or mug is 
already valuable, purely from a 
manufacturers’ viewpoint. 

■ Fans of royal grins may be 
disappointed, though. Much of the 
official merchandise doesn’t feature 
Will and Kate’s faces, but an 
intertwining of their initials. 

■ Oh, and try to avoid becoming 
like Janet and Philip Williams of 
Woonana, Australia ... They have 
more than 12,000 items of royal 
memorabilia, and had to move to a 
larger house because of their huge 
collection. They even have a room 
dedicated to Diana, in which Elton 
John’s Candle In The Wind plays 
on a loop.

Spate of thefts 
spark warning 


POLICE have renewed their 
warning about catalytic con¬ 
verter thefts after a spate of 
offences that began in December 
has continued into the new year. 

Suffolk Police had reports of 19 
catalytic converter thefts last month, 
taken from utility vehicles and vans 
across the county. They included four in 
Haverhill and surrounding villages, and 
one from Newmarket. 

In the first 10 days of this year, 16 
catalytic converters have been reported 
stolen, including one in Thurlow, one in 
Newmarket and one in Red Lodge. 

The converters have been removed 
from vehicles parked in a variety of 
locations, from car parks and driveways 
to lay-bys or in the street. 

Crime reduction officer Bernard 
Plume advised that private vehicles 
should be kept in a well-secured garage 
where possible. 

He added that if no garage is available, 
vehicles should be left in a well-lit,

public area, parked in such a way as to 
make access to the catalytic converter 
difficult, or parallel with another vehicle. 

He said commercial vehicles should 
also be kept in a locked building or 
compound and advised companies to 
use alarms, lighting and CCTV. 

Catalytic converters can be marked 
with etching or UV pens, and with 
SmartWater - an invisible liquid with a 
unique formula that proves forensically 
where the marked item comes from. 

Police work with scrap metal dealers, 
visiting yards to ensure checks are made 
on all metals brought in for sale and that 
any suspicious items or persons are 
reported. 

Any persons or vehicles seen acting 
suspiciously around other vehicles 
should be reported to police on (01473) 
613500. Dial 999 if a crime is in progress. 


Council cuts speed camera cash 


THE future of speed 
cameras in Suffolk could 
be in doubt after coun¬ 
cillors cut the £1.2 million 
funding from the partner¬ 
ship which operates them. 

The county has just 
seven fixed cameras, but 
there are many more sites 
where camera vans 
operate, including on the 
A11 at Barton Mills. 

The county council’s 
cabinet has agreed to 
withdraw funding after 
April 1. 


Police are hoping to 
replace the cash with 
money paid by motorists, 
who are given the option 
of taking driver improve¬ 
ment courses instead of 
having a fine and points 
on their licence. 

But the Suffolk Police 
are waiting for a national 
decision that will set 
guidelines for when the 
courses can be offered. 

A county police spokes¬ 
man said: “Suffolk Con¬ 
stabulary is working with 


the county council to 
determine whether the 
SafeCam structure can be 
sustained, following the 
withdrawal of the council 
from the partnership.” 

He said traffic officers 
would still use hand-held 
devices to detect speeding 
motorists. 

A camera in Cambridge 
Road, Newmarket, near 
the junction with Ham¬ 
ilton Road, is used to 
enforce a 40mph limit.

But Adrian Clarke, regional 
secretary of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU), said 15 jobs were 
now at risk. 

Suffolk Fire Service has to be 
out of its control centre by 
November because it planned 
to move to Waterbeach. 

Fire bosses said a deal had to 
be struck on Monday with the 
company supplying the tech¬ 
nology for extra facilities to

accommodate the services at 
the Hinchingbrook. 

Some authority members 
objected to the move, saying it 
was “rushed and lacked detail” 
and feared the county’s tax¬

Cllr Geoffrey Heathcock 
said: “I start from the premise 
of being more than a little 
anxious. I am sceptical given 
the history of the regional 
control centre. 

“Let’s not pull any punches.

“THE British are coming!” 
screenwriter Colin Welland 
famously declared in 1982 
when he collected his Oscar 
for Chariots Of Fire. Almost 30 
20 years later, his prophecy 
seems to be coming true. 
Slumdog Millionaire was the

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Springing forward to 
a snowdrop fantasy 


I n the depths of winter, 
television gardening 
expert Carol Klein 
cannot wait until spring 
when she can wander 
through the woodland area 
of her Devon garden to see 
what gems are emerging. 

“I love that feeling of intimacy 
and enclosure in my woodland 
garden,” she enthuses. 

“I've chosen plants which typify 
the setting, starting off the year 
with snowdrops, which resist any 
amount of wind yet those heavy 
bell flowers stay suspended on 
little, skinny stems which allow 
them to move around without 
coming to any harm. Left to their 
own devices they will colonise and 
spread.” 

Woodland gardens traditionally 
welcome plants which will thrive 
in shade, or at least dappled shade. 
Snowdrops are followed by a 
succession of other bulbs, 
hellebores and pulmonarias, 
primroses, springtime trilliums and 
erythroniums (dog tooth violets), 
woodruff, wood anemones and 
bluebells in the shady garden. 

Epimediums are among Carol's 
favourite woodland plants. They

will thrive even in dry, dense shade 
and are grown primarily for their 
foliage; heart-shaped leaves borne 
on wiry stems and changing colour 
as the season progresses. 

When planting epimediums 
among tree roots, add plenty of 
humus-rich material around the 
roots but avoid strong manure as 
epimediums, in their natural 
habitat, would be fed by leaf litter. 

“In March, our native primrose 
is at home among oak leaves and 
ferns,” she says. 

“If the primrose was a new 
introduction from some far-off 
place, gardeners would fight each 
other to possess it. Perfect pale 
flowers with an egg-yolk centre 
held on stems the colour of baby 
birds above rosettes of dark, 
crinkled leaves, the primula 


epitomises the coming of spring. 

“In its natural habitat it seeds 
itself around, each new plant 
becoming an established clump, 
spreading out gradually in search 
of nutrients among the debris of 
leaves and moss. Initially in the 
garden, though, it needs a helping 
hand. It is a sociable plant and 
always looks its best in colonies.” 

Her observations are detailed in 
Life In A Cottage Garden, a new 
six-part BBC Two series which 
started last Friday, accompanied by 
a tie-in book. 

If you have a shady spot with a 
canopy of trees, rake up the leaves 
in autumn and make as much leaf 
mould as you can, she advises, 
which can then be used as a mulch 
or to enrich other parts of the 
garden. Use some as a natural 
mulch around trees and groups of 
larger plants, but keep mulch away 
from young plant stems, as it can 
rot them if too much. 

“Don’t just leave the fallen 
leaves, because they may be hiding 
some of your tiny treasures such as 
erythroniums and pretty 
Epimedium grandiflorum and 
versicolor. Don’t leave fallen 
leaves on hellebores because they 
grow so close to one another that 
any disease will spread.” 


Research the plants you want to 
incorporate in your woodland area, 
as some have different needs to 
others. 

“You need to put things in 
places you know they would grow 
naturally Epimedium versicolor, 
for instance, will grow in very dry 
shade and will grow in tree roots, 
but that wouldn't work with 
trilliums because they need a good 
root run.” 

Whatever the soil type in your 
woodland space, the ground will 
need to be well prepared. Weed 
areas and dig well-rotted manure 
or compost into the ground, 
especially in areas of dry shade, 
where plants may take a bit longer 
to establish. Once they are planted, 
water them well and cover them 
with a mulch of leaf mould or 
compost, which will help retain 
moisture. 

Even in small woodland comers, 
make space for a rustic seat where 
you can relax and enjoy this shady 
spot on a hot day. Before you know 
it, summer will be here and you 
can take shelter in your cool, quiet 
woodland haven.

‘Green’ grants 
kickstart new era 

GOVERNMENT grants of up to £5,000 are now 
available for motorists buying electric or ultra- 
low emission cars. 

Transport Secretary Philip Hammond has 
hailed the £43 million scheme as the start of 
“an exciting green revolution”. 

But most of the nine cars eligible for the grant 
will still cost well over £20,000, even taking 
into account the £5,000 discount. Also, the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association (ECA) has 
expressed concerns about whether the 
necessary infrastructure is in place for the 
scheme to succeed. 

Only three of the vehicles - the Mitsubishi 
iMiEV, the Smart fortwo electric drive, and the 
Peugeot iON (pictured above) - are so far 
available. The other six vehicles will be 
available from March to early 2012 and include 
the Vauxhall Ampera, which will cost more than 
£28,000 - taking into account the Government 
grant. 

The other vehicles are the Citroen C-Zero, the 
Nissan Leaf, the Tata Vista EV, the Toyota Prius 
Plug-in and the Chevrolet Volt. Further vehicles 
will become available later this year. 

The Government grant is for up to a quarter 
of the cost of an electric car up to a maximum 
of £5,000. All those purchasing these vehicles 
will be exempt from vehicle excise duty car tax.

Morrison sale 
a real lifeline 

CASH-STRAPPED Cambridge United are set for a 
five-figure windfall following Michael Morrison’s 
sale from Leicester to Sheffield Wednesday. 

The former United defender from Haverhill has 
joined the League One club for an undisclosed fee - 
thought to be £250,000 - on a three-and-a-half 
year deal. 

Morrison, 22, left United in 2008 to join the Foxes for 
an undisclosed fee after coming through the youth 
ranks at the Abbey. 

Director of football Jez George said United had a 
sell-on fee due to them that would help the club’s 
current financial plight. 

He said: “We’re aware of the reported transfer fee 
and the money we’re due is welcome and helps our 
current situation. But it’s not at the level where it 
solves the problems that have been highlighted.” 
Morrison made an impressive debut on Saturday in 
the 3-0 FA Cup, third round defeat of Bristol City, 
earning praise from boss Alan Irvine, and said: “I’ve 
never played in a more hard-working team.” 

He said moving down to League One was only a 
temporary step backwards, believing the Owls, can 
get promotion this season. 

“Hopefully, this is a step forward in my career, I’m 
sure it will be,” he said. “It was a sad time when 
Wednesday got relegated but I think you can take 
one step back to go two forward. 

“This is a Championship team. When you look at 
Leeds, Leicester and Norwich, you see what can 
happen. If you do well in League One, there’s no 
reason why you can’t push on and do well in the 
Championship. The players here are ready. 

Promotion is what everybody wants.”
